NO EXTENSIVE NAVY 
PROGRAM NOW LIKELY.

The general assembly of Georgia 
is on the last leg of a biennial 60- 
day session. — 

To this time it has accomplished 
but little. | 

Unless there is greater coordina- 
tion between the two houses, and 


a complete elimination of political) 


factionalisms, the session will come 
to an end without accomplishing 
but little. 

It is unthinkable that this shall 
be the result. 

The personnel of the assembly, 
on the whole, is- good. 

There are many very able profes- 


sional men, and very able business, 


men, among the memberships of 
both the senate and the house— 
men who are anxious to do some- 
thing of a constructive nature. 


There are many problems in 
Georgia demanding attention in the 
interest of public welfare. 

Educational expansion and co- 
ordination stands out as of para- 
mount importance. 


Common schools 
equalized. 

The boys and girls of one sec- 
tion of a county, with only poor 
farm lands to assess, should have 
the standard of opportunity granted 


should be 


to those of another section which is 


rich in taxable properties. 

The county and not the district 
should be the school unit. 

The state should have an ade- 
quate equalization fund to aid the 
poor counties to bring their schools 
to the highest standard in the state. 
This is fairness—and nothing short 
of it can be commended. 

The higher institutions must 
have more buildings and more main- 
tenance support, else the state of 
Georgia ought to admit that it can- 
not do its duty, and strike the 
prefix state“ from all references 
to such institutions. 

The Georgia university, rich in 
its history of service, stands today 
almost as it did a half century ago, 
but for improvements from private 
donations.

STATISTICAL COTTON. 

According to the statistics of 
Henry S..Hester, of the New Or- 
leans cotton exchange—which are 
accepted by economists throughout 
the world as entirely dependable— 
the world’s cotton consumption for 
the year ending July 31 amounted 
ta 17,428,000 bales—a_record- 
breaker by approximately 750,000 
bales. The greatest regional in- 
crease was. shown in the southern 
States, where a consumption of 
5,471,391 developed, an increase of 
692,465 bales over the previous 
year and an increase of 1,091,273 
bales over two years ago. 

When it is considered that ‘there 
is a world c@rry-over of only 7, 
238,000 bales, including 533,000 
bales of Japanese port and mill 
Stocks and afloat for Japan, it is 
plainly evident that the statistical 
Situation for cotton, despite the 
enormous crop of 1926, is not as 
bad as pessimists would make be- 
lieve. 

Consumption is increasing all the 
time, and the price of American

Have We Constitution-Makers? 

I am told by members of the gen- 
eral assembly that we have not in 
Georgia now men capable of consti- 
tution-making. They say there are no 
more men among us like Toombs, 
Jenkins, Lawton, the Reeses, the 
Wrights and scores of others of olden 
fame and precious memory. 

True as that may be, it is no valid 
argument against a constitutional re- 
vision by the living generation. We 
have the fine framework of the con- 
stitution that those illustrious fathers 
made and there would be no need to 
reconstruct it. 

In 1877 we needed the best and 
wisest of statesmanship for a work 
of imperative and important recon- 
struction. We had the men for the 
hour, but such men are not so neces- 
sary to our needs of today. 


Our essential political principles are 
definitely settled for us in Georgia. 
It is an era of business administra- 
tion, of industrial economics, of moral 
and social stabilization, and the men 
of 1 here in Georgia are even 
better informed and better experi- 
enced to adjust our constitution to the 
welfare of those vital interests than 
were even those {slants of 1877.” 


The Bugaboo of Radicalism. 


Some opponents of constitutional re- 
vision cry out that a convention in 
our day would be crowded with rad- 
icals and cranks with all sorts of wild 
and dangerous ideas! 


But other states, with far more 


heterogeneous populations, hold consti- }. 


tutional conventions without any 
peril from such radicals or cranks. 
We have fewer of those birds in Geor- 
gia than in almost any other state 
on the map. , 


And if that objection were a con- 
vincing one it would make constitu- 
tional revision in American states im- 
practical and dangerous for all fu- 
ture time. 


It is also said that “the big cor- 
porations would control the convention 
and ftame the constitution in their 
special interest.” 

Well, hardly; and if they did try 
any such game, the people can be de- 
pended upon to beat it at the polls. 
But that fear is wholly visionary, or 
is fostered by the agents of the cor- 
porations, for those ies do not 
want the constitution revised. 

After all, the constitutional com- 
mission plan is safe and practical. 
Let this general assembly order such 
a commission and elect its members 
to a wisely limited number, and re- 
ceive their revision in 1929 and sub- 
mit it to the judgment of the people.

Besides treating early cataract—if 
it is recognized in time—by local med- 
ical measures, oculists now consider 
hygienic treatment ef much impor- 
tance—this is something the family 
physician is best qualified to attend 
to. A patient with early cataract or 
one who even suspects such a con- 
dition, should have a general physi- 
cal or health examination. “In many 
cases the cataract ia due to diabetes, 
and the proper treatment of the dia- 
betes affords the best chance to stay 
or clear up the cataract. Sometimes 
a silent or undiscovered focus of in- 
fection elsewhere in the body is re- 
sponsible for the clouding or onl 
of the lens. Eye strain from refrac- 
tive errors is rather an uncommon 
factor of cataract. Exposure to in- 
tense light or heat in occupation is a 
prolific factor. 

The important point I desire to em- 
phasize here is that Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Smith, in Amritsar, India, doing 
more cataract operations than any 
other surgeon in the world, still pre- 
fers to use the injection treatment in 
many cases of beginning cataract. 
Smith’s method of operation, remov- 
ing the cataract in its eapsule, is one 
that eye surgeons the world over have 
adopted as the most satisfactory in 
the average case of advanced cata- 
ract, for it gives excellent results 
when done long before the cataract is 
“ripe” and vision is completely 
blurred. It is suecessfully performed 
as soon as the patient is unable to 
continue his ordjnary duties, without 
waiting for his health and spirits to 
decline for months or years until the 
cataract is deemed “ripe” enough for 
operation.

ment of cataract I mention is used 
only in the incipient or earliest stage. 
I know of no reputable specialist or 
physician who would reject operation 
in favor of injection or hygienic treat- 
ment in established cataract.

We must assist the rural communi- 
ties to achieve the highest possible 
eT of living on their income,” he 
said, 

“Many of those ho leave the fafms 
and not a few of them are highly 
competent, are moving to town to give 
their children and themselves the ben- 
efits of the city’s standards of living. 
What happens when a fairly well-to- 
do farmer moves to the city? He 
either sells his farm or places a ten- 
ant in charge. If the latter occurs, 
the farm must then support two fam- 
ilies. The new man, as a general rule, 
has his fortune to make out of the 
soil. The prosperous farmer takes to 
the city with him years of experience 
and education in business-like farm- 
ing. his wealth which was produced 
on the land, and his desire to live a 
more comfortable life.

4 good rule is to accept a profit 
of five points where you are trading for a 
turn and if you have a profit of that much 
Otherwise, it is advisable to keep a close 
stop, say three points down in order to 
avoid being locked in when there ix a set- 
back of more than nominal proportions.
